To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Gosport  and  Alverstoke 

Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Sixth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1915,  which  has  been  somewhat  delayed  by  the 
enforced  revision  of  the  Tables,  from  which  deaths  oceuring  in  the 
Naval  and  Military  Establishments  of  the  District  have  been  ex- 
cluded, and  the  returns  in  which  have  been  based  on  an  estimated 
civilian  population  of  27,537,  the  figure  submitted  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  statistical  purposes. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate,—  ~657  Births  were  regis- 
tered in  the  District,  22  were  transferred  from  other  Districts  to 
our  own,  making  the  total  679 — Males  337,  Females  342,  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  24'65. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate, — The  number  of  civilian 
deaths  recorded  in  the  District  was  374 — of  these,  .12  were' trans- 
ferred to  their  own  districts,  and  46  were  notified  of  “ residents  ” 
who  had  died  away  from  our  District.  The  net  deaths  thus 
amounted  to  408,  giving  an  annual  average  of  14-8.

Infantile  Mortality  during  the  Year  19  15. 

Nett  Deaths  from  stated  Causes  at  various  Ages  under  One  Year  of  Age. 
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Zymotic  and  Infectious  Diseases.' — Deaths  due 
to  the  above  numbered  37,  a considerably  heavier  mortality  than 
last  year.  Enteric  Fever  3,  Diphtheria  10,  Measles  10,  Whooping 
Cough  4,  Scarlet  Fever  1,  Infective  Enteritis  9. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  attacked  a few  amongst  the  civilian 
population — four  families  being  affected.  In  two  families,  two 
members  in  each  were  attacked,  two  succumbed  and  two  recovered. 
The  first  case  was  of  the  fulminating  type  and  very  rapidly  fatal. 
Contacts  were  examined,  and  through  the  prompt  assistance  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  swabs  were  taken,  the  results 
being  negative  in  all  cases. 

Diphtheria  was  again  very  prevalent,  133  cases  being 
notified,  the  very  large  majority  of  the  sufferers  being  of  5 and 
under  15  years  of  age. 

Of  the  206  notifications  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric, 
and  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  189  occurred  in  patients  under  15 
years  of  age.

One  Scarlet  Fever  case  was  admitted  with  latent  Enteric, 
which  developed  during  the  course  of  the  former,  and  from  which 
the  child  made  good  recovery.

New  Buildings. — Six  New  Houses  have  been  built, 
Alterations  and  Additions  to  existing  buildings  have  been  made  in 
the  cases  of  11  premises,  and  one  Mission  Room  has  been  erected. 

Refuse  Disposal. — 7213  tons  of  Household  Refuse 
and  Ashes  from  houses,  Forts,  Camps,  and  Government  Establish- 
ments have  been  burnt  in  the  Refuse  Destructor  Cells  during  the 
year. 


Sewage  Outfall. — The  extension  of  the  Outfall  is  now 
completed,  the  sewage  being  now  delivered  a further  230  yards 
from  the  fore-shore,  and  into  the  deeper  waters  of  the  Channel. 

Housing  Regulations. — The  Inspection  of  the  North 
Ward  has  been  continued  during  the  year.  The  number  of  dwell- 
ing houses  inspected  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of 
the  Act  of  1907  was  509. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which  on  inspection  were 
considered  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  four,  as  follows  : — -Mill  Cottage, 
Brockhurst,  268,  268a,  and  268b,  Forton  Road. 

The  number  of  representations  made  to  the  Local  Authority 
with  a view  to  the  making  of  Closing  Orders,  4. 


The  number  of  Closing  Orders  made,  4.  On  Mill  Cottage, 
Brockhurst,  a Demolition  Order  was  made  by  the  Local  Authority, 
the  Cottage  has  since  been  demolished.  268,  268a,  268b,  Forton 
Road,  have  been  demolished  without  making  Demolition  Orders  on 
same. 


The  number  of  dwelling-houses,  the  defects  in  which  were 
remedied  without  the  making  of  Closing  Orders,  was  153. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which,  after  the  making  of 
Closing  Orders,  were  put  into  a fit  state  for  human  habitation,  2 : — 
1 and  4 Spring  Street.  The  Council  determined  the  Orders  made 
thereon. 

The  number  of  notices  served  under  the  Housing  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  was  152. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist,  was 
dampness  of  rooms  and  walls  from  leaking  roofs,  defective  eaves 
gutters,  and  down  spouts  ; minor  defects  being  broken  flooring, 
windows,  defective  sashes  and  inability  to  open  them. 


Food  Inspection,  Slaughter  Houses, 

Bakehouses. 

During  the  year,  in  the  course  of  inspection,  2 dozen  rabbits 
unfit  for  food  were  surrendered,  condemned  and  destroyed. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  are  under  constant  supervision  and 
are  found  to  be  kept  in  as  good  a condition  as  is  possible,  and  the 
same  report  may  be  made  upon  the  Bakehouses. 

Factories’  and  Workshops’  Act,  1901. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
the  condition  of  all  being  satisfactory.  The  Outworkers’  premises 
also  have  been  visited  and  found,  with  few  exceptions,  clean  and 
well  kept. 

Routine  Work. — During  the  year  periodical  inspec- 
tions have  been  made  of  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Milkshops,  Bake- 
houses, Workshops,  Laundries,  Stables,  Piggeries,  and  Common 
Lodging  Houses. 
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The  Courts  and  Alleys  have  been  regularly  limewaslied. 

Tabulated  Statements  of  visits  made  by  the  Inspector  and 
his  Assistants,  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
together  with  those  of  nuisances  abated,  are  appended. 

At  the  end  of  October  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  joined 
the  Royal  Engineers  for  the  period  of  the  war,  and  is  now  serving 
abroad.  The  position  is  reserved  for  his  return,  and  the  vacancy 
is  not  filled  up.
